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THE CHINESE TROUBLE. 


Joho F, Swift of California and W. 
H. Trescott of South Carolina have 
been appointed Ministers to China to 
arrange anew treaty with the Emp- 
erér. This looks to an early{settle- 
ment of the Chinese difficulty. For 
the people of this coast there is no 
Chinese question, but a Chinese evil. 
Swift is a very able man, educated, 
travelea, politic. If Trescott is as 
good a man, no better appointments 
could have been made. 4 

It is only by means of a new treaty 
with China, that Chinese immigration 
can be checked. The recent decision 
by Judges Hoffman and Sawyer of 
the U. 8. Circuit Court, at San Fran- 
cisco, shows that clearly. In render- 
ing the decision in the Parrott case, 
declaring unconstitutional the prohi- 
bition of the employment of Chinese 
by corporations, Judge Hoffman said: 


“Tf the right of the Legislature to 
restrict corporations in the manover 
intended by the law in question should 
be admitted, there would be no limit 
to the harm which might be acconip- 
lished. The Chinese are here, and are 
guaranteed all the benefits of trade or 
travel, by solemn treaty, which are 
enjoyed by any otber foreigner. If 
the Legislature has the power to de- 
clare that corporations shall not em- 
ploy Chinese, it possesses the same 
right to declare that Germans, Irish 
or Americans shall not be employed; 
further, they could exercise the right 
to declare that employes of corpora- 
tions shall be of a certain creed. I[f 
_ the facts of the law’s enactment were 
not so plainly before us, it would be 
difficult to believe that a Legislature 
could declare a law so seemingly a 
contemptuous breach of treaty obli- 
gations.” In conclusion, Judge Hoff- 
mean remarked: ‘It is generally ad- 
mitted by the best classes on this coast 
that the unrestricted immigration of 
Chinese is a-‘menace to our peace and, 
even to our civilization. It is an evil, 
however, which the abrogation or 
amendment of the Burlingame treaty 
alone can remedy. The senseless cry 
of ‘The Chinese must go’ is an inso- 
lent denial of the authority of the 
United States,and any measure of police 
or health laws or State legislatioa 
made in the spirit of that cry will be 
promptly set aside by the courts of 
tke United States.” , 


SQUARE LOCATIONS. 


Some of the changes which it is 
proposed to make in the present min- 
' ing laws would be changes for the 
worse. The ‘‘square location” is one 
of these. The present law prescribes 
the limits of a lode clain as 600x1500 
feet. Under the present, law the 
_ miner can follow the dip of his vein 
wherever it may lead him, so long as 
he keeps’ within Yhe end lines of his 
location. . The proposed new law 
would make the surface boundaries of 
the location tke limits of its under- 
ground boundaries. Thats, vertical 
lines drawn from ‘the surface limits of 
the claim would limit the miner’s 
work underground, Heconld follow 
the dip of his vein until it reached one 
of those vertical boundaries, but *be- 
yond it he could not go. 

It is evident to the mining men of 
this region that the proposed new 
mining laws would operate disastrous- 
ly. In a district like Leadville, where 
the ore\deposits are horizontal, or 
nearly so, the square location system 
might be applicable. But where min- 
eral deposits are in lodes extending 
‘downward with a greater or less dip, 
the square location is entirely unsuit- 
able. It would usually. happen that 
in deep mining, before paying devel- 
opments were reached, the sliaft or in- 
cline would reach the vertical bound- 
aries of the claim and have to stop 
there.- All| the money expended 
would be lost in sucha case, unless 
the adjoining claim were under the 
same ownership. 
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fresh fish to eat at all seasons, if he 
will take the trouble to make a fish 
pond and stock it with carp or catfish. 
Fish Commissioner Parker will import 
some carp this summer and place 
them in the breeding ponds on the 
Carson river, whence their young will 
be distributed throughout this State. 
In reference to these valuable fish, 
Fish Commissioner Redding of Cali- 
fornia writes te the Kern County Cali- 
fornian: ‘No more favorable portion 
of the State could be found for carp 
than your vicinity. They will live 
and thrive: under the most adverse 
conditions. In fact I think carp would 
live and do well ir a horse-trough 
standing in the sun at Bakersfield on 
the hottest day. There are carp here 
which were imported by Mr. Pope of 
Santa Rosa, from Hamburg, and they 
are for sale by Levi Davis, Forrest- 
ville, Sonoma county. The Fish Com- 
missioners have not purchased tliese 
carp, and spread them over the State, 
because Professor Baird, United States 
Fish Commissioner,imported from the 
headwaters of the Danube another 
variety much superior in size and flav- 
or, and the State Fish Commissivners 
have been waiting two years until they 
could obtain the produce of this varie- 
ty for distribution. Tbree hundred 
young ones were brought bere last 
December and turned into ponds at 
Alameda, where they are growing fine- 
ly. In about a year and a half these 
will breed, when it is the intentiou of 
the Commissioners to scatter them all 
over the State and give them to every 
farmer who has a wind mill and who 
with it will make a pond.” 


CONCERNING SNAKES. 


J. W. Gally,a talented medical man 
who used to live in Eastern Nevada, 
tells a little of what he knows about 
snakes, in the last number of the Ar- 
gonaut. He says there is a little 
brown snake in Nevada whose bite is 
more poisonous than that'‘of the rattle- 
snake, The Doctor says the belief 
that a rattle-snake will always raise an 
alarm with its tail before striking is 
a mistake. They will generally rattle 
when disturbed, but not always. Mr. 
Gally states that he has _ frequently 
come upon a sdake in the desert, and 
annoyed it with sticks, etc., without 
drawiog out any rattle. 


The Doctor suggests no 
other remedy for snake bites 
than whiskey. Thisisa medicine 


that can be found most anywhere in 
Nevada, A man may travel through 
this State for years and never see 4 
rattlesnake. But itis always best to 
be prepared for emergencies. This is 
why an abundant supply of whiskey is 
always taken by camping parties who 
tempt the dangers of the sage-brush. 
It is for snake bites. 


THE J. & K. MINE. 


The Bulletin of last evening con- 
tained a letter from a Reno corres; 
pondent,in relation to the late*develop- 
ments in the J.& K. mine. After 
describing the extent and character 
of the new ore body, etc., information 
which has been already given to our 
readers, the letter concludes as fol- 
lows:

Léete owns the Eagle Salt 
Works at Hot Springs, Nevada, and 
is well known all over the coast. Their 
‘Management bas been excellent,” 


LETTERS BY EXPRESS, 

The press ofthe Pacific Coast has 
unanimously protested against the 
abolition of Wells, Fargo & Co.'s let- 
ter express. Their mail service has 
proved a great convenience to the peo- 
ple, and its promptness, accuracy and 
reliability have won for it a high rep- 
utation. The Postal Commissioners 
hahe recommended its abolition on the 
ground that the company is not par- 
ticular to collect full postage on let- 
ters intrusted te its charge.

They are 
iconoclasts. Meaning to destroy every- 
thing, they have no thought of recon- 
struction. They would sweep away 
all law, all government, a!l religion, 
marriage, morality, and the rights of 
property. Believing that all is bad, 
they would pull down everything. 

Nihiligm is a peculiar fanaticism, a 
strange mental disease which seems to 
have its germs in Russian blood. A 
Nihilist. dares everything, sacrifices 
everything for his cause. He stops at 
nothing. Assassination is to him 
often a sacred duty. His own life he is 
prepared to lay down at any time. No 
one knows the numerical strength of 
the Nihilists. They are strong in 
their boldness, their secrecy, their 
fearlessness. What the result of their 
movements may be it is impossible to 
estimate, But if the Czar should ap- 
ply for a policy in any accident insur- 
ance company of which we were man- 
ager, his risk would be respectfully 
but firmly decli. d.

GRATITUDE TO SHARON. 


The Xnterprise of yesterday shook a 
‘stuffed club, as it were, over the heads 
of Nevada journalists who do not sup- 
port Sharon. It parades the Senator 
}in the attitude of a hardworking and 
zealous representative. His labors at 
Washington in bebalf of the Carson 
Mint employees are referred to in 
touching terms of praise. Yet in 
spite of all that the Senator has done, 
‘it is not expected,” says the Lnter- 
prise, “that partisan and unfriendly 
ourvals hereabouts, which have railed 
at Senator Sharon without any justi- 
fiable reason for so doing, will accord 
him any credit for his efforts in behalf 
of one of our chief interests.” 

The new Sharon boom may now be 
considered fairly launched for the 
coming campaign, It has transpired 
that Sharon did more than draw his 

make his speech upon ‘*‘Capital 
and Labor,” during his late visit to 
Washington. He called upon Secre- 
tary Sherman and devoted half an 
hour to the interests of the Mint em- 
ployees. That he did so there can be 
no doubt. The Hnterprise publishes 
a letter from Secretary Sherman in 
proof, The Senator’s great speech oc- 
cupied, say, half an hour in its deliv- 
ery. Ih its preparation only Sharon 
and his Maker know how much time 
was expended. It was clearly original 
in its composition, though perhaps not 
so much so in ideas. Thus, while 
Sharon was wearing his life away for 
his constituents at Washington, the 
wicked journalists of Nevada were 
railing at him, and making mean re- 
marks about the Senator’s pay. 
The Senator has by his Great Speech 
in the Senate upheld the prestige of 
Nevada, for the eloquent words from 
his silver tongue have been wired 
over all the Nation. -Her material in- 
terests he zealously strove to advance 
in the interview with Sherman, re- 
specting the Carson Mint. For these 
great servicgs the Senator is entitled 
to our slate, and we are duly 
grateful. 

But when the Enterprise still further 
proceeds to boost the Sharon boom 
by a reference to the Senator’s finan- 
cial aid to the Bank of California at 
the time of Ralston’s death, we must 
beg to dissent, It is true that Shar- 
on’s efforts at that time did much to 
avert a business crash. He acted well 
in that emergency and deserves credit 
for it.

GRANT AT GALVESTON. 
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General Grant made one of his char- 
acteristically short speeches at Galves- 
ton last Wednesday. Brevity is not 
always a merit, but it usually is in 
Grant’s speeches. Besides, the less he 
says the less he is committed. Then 
again it is considered by some third- 
termers that one of the reasons why 
Grant should be re-elected, is because 
he is a Silent Man. In this connec- 
tion an observation once made in 
the heaping of the writer by 
Prof. 0. §, Bowler, the well-known 
phrenologist,jhas a degree of interest. 
A friend gP#he Professor's asked him 
what he thought of Grant’s taciturnity 
“T think,” replied Fowler, ‘that he 
says little, because he has little to 
say.” 

The Gavelston speech ends as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Here we have virgin soil, with 
room enough for all of us to expand 
and live with the use of very little 


government. “Ido hope that we lon 
may be able to get along happily an

The nominations recently made by 
the President for Minister and Com-— 
missioners to China are correctly re- 
ported as follows: James B. Angell of 
Michigan, to be Envey Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to China, 
vice George F. Seward, removed, and 
John Swift of California, and William 
Trescott of South Carolina,to be Com- 
missioners to China to negotiate a 
treaty between that nation and 
the United States. The representa- 
tives from the Pacifte Coast are dissat- 
isfied with these nominations. They 
think that Swift should receive the ap- 
pointment of Minister, and fear that 
diplomatic negotations with China 
may last for years before any satisfac- 
tory resultis reached. Representative 
Davis of California proposes to push 
his Fifteen Passenger bill, regardless 
of diplomatic negotiations. 


It is said that every man meets 
with his match some day, and Bogar- 
dus has experienced the truth of the 
observation, He was-tlately defeated 
by a mere boy, Fred Erb, Jr., of St. 
Joseph, Mo. The shooting was at 100 
pigeons each, from five traps. The 
traps were placed in a ;semicircle, the 
men not knowing from which trap 
the bird to be shot at would fly. At 
the close the score stood: Erb 93, 
Bogardus 83. The St. Jo. Herald 
says: “The enthusiasm on the result 
cannot well be imagined.

The month allowed by the Board of 
Health of San Francisco to abate the 
nuisances in Chinatown expired last 
Wednesday, It is reported that 
Chinatown was never so clean as at 
the present time, all rubbish having 
been removed from the houses, the 


cleaned, the cellars purified, and reg- 
ulations against overcrowding enforced. 
It appears that the Chinese quarters is 
likely to remain one of the ornaments 
of the city. 


They have had intensely cold weather 
in British Columbia this winter. In 
the interior, for several days in suc- 
cession, the temperature was 77° below 
zero or a few degrees lower. A mer- 
curial barometer would be of no use 
in that country. At the last accounts 
cattle were reported dying in Nicola 
valley at the rate of 150 per day.

George Brown, editor of the Torento 
Globe, and leader of the Reform party 
of Canada, was the target for an assas- 
sin’s pistol in his office yesterday. He 
received a bullet in the thigh, but 
wrested the pistol from his assailant 
and held him until help arrived and 
the villain was handed over to the po- 
lice. Brown's wound is not serious. 


A resolution passed at the Repub- 
lican State Convention of Texas, just 
held, declared that “General -Grant is 
the choice of the Republicans ot Tex- 
as.’’ The Texas delegates to the Chi: 
cago Convention were not instructed 


to vote for Grant, but to “‘vote asa 
unit,’ which perhaps means about the 
same thing.

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UNWRITTEN LAWS.

The constitution of that 
country is contained in hoary prece- 
dents and in acts of Parliament. Yet 
Englishmen have the greatest respect 
and reverence for their unwritten, or- 
ganic law, and with them whatever is 
shown to be at variance with its spirit 
is at once condemned. They are 
bound, in affairs of government, to act 
according to precedent. 

If this’ nation lasts long enough,

Prof. Norton of Jan Jose says that 


the plant-louse, woody aphis and phy- 
lloxera. These animals present some 
very remarkable characteristics in 
their method of reproduction. There 
is an occsional generation of males 
and females, producing eggs, and 
from these eggs a generation wholly 
female is hatched. From the single 
sex, five to eleven generations 
of wingless females are born alive. 
These are the small green or brown 
plant-lice, so abundant, and some- 
times so destructive in gardens and 
fields. They remain quiet, sucking 
the sap of plants, and secreting a sort 
of honey. They are carefully tended 
by ants, who treat them as domestic 
animals, and feed upon the honey that 
flows from tlseir nectaries. This hon- 
ey, falling from the flying swarms of 
winged lice, is called “honey dew.”

San Diego reports a fleece which 
weighs 55 pounds. 


The best way to keep, eggs intend- 
ed for hatchicg is to wrap them in 
paper and put them down cellar ina 
covered box or basket. 


Robert Gore has a patch of ground 
out on his farm a few miles frenf Val- 
lejo, devoted te the growth of mush- 
rooms. One of the mushrooms raised 
there measured twenty-four inches in 
circumference, 


The loss of weight of merino fleeces 
sheared in the dirt, after being cleans- 
ed, is found to be from two-thirds to 
three-fourths. That is to say, if a 
fleece weighs 30 pounds in the dirt, 
after being thoroughly cleansed and 
dried to be manufactured into cloth, 
it weighs only 74¢ to 10 pounds. 

A hea will lay something like a 
thousand eggs during the eight or nine 
years of her life—not more; and it is 
a great gain if, by suitable feeding 
and attention, we get four years’ eggs, 
or nearly that, in two years’ time. 
Cocks may be kept for three years, 
but usually two years is more profit- 
able. “ 


A San Joaquin poultry man, while 
living on a ranch at French camp, 
with Stockton as a market, purchased 
twelve dozen fowls.

From the Truckee Republican. 


Each tribe of Indians on the Pa- 
cific slope has its own particular cus- 
tems avd manners. When the old 

uaw died who was hurt by Whi. 

art, all of that portion of the Washoe 
tribe who winter in this vicinity, 


immediately departed for one of the 


mountains to the south of towa. It 
is customary for them to -go to one of 
the very highest in the vicinity, but 
owing to the deep snow they were 
only able to reach one of the high 
wooded bluffs. Here they spent a 
whole day in exhortations and lamen- 

tions—while their medicine man 
went through his strange incaptations. 
They then returned and deserted 
the camp where the old squaw had 
lived. hey always move a camp 
whenever there is adleath; if they are 
only able to goa few bundred yards 
on account of the deep snow they 
make the change. The next step 
was to bury the deceased in the centre 
of the old wigwam where she had 
lived. They buried all her old gar- 
ments, trinkets and beads with her, 
and left a large mound in. the centre 
of the deserted hut, which is now in 
an abandoned Indian town. After the 
snow is gone, in accordance with 
their time honored custom, they will 
burn the hut over the grave, and leave 
their old gray haired ancestor to sleep 
her endless sleep of death.

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Transporting Fish in Solid Ice. 


Fish freezing is the latest develop- 
ment of Anglo-Indian industry. The 
fish, oysters and prawns obtained both 
at Bombay and Calcutta are famous 
all over India, but the enormous dis- 
tances these frail comestibles have to 
travel prevent Anglo-Indians in the 
interior fromjenjoying them. Thenov- 
el industry now inaugurated at Bom 
bay, will, however meet tue dithculty.

The fish are suspended in wire nets in 
the freezing water, while the oysters, 
on ge of their shells, are first stored 
with theit juice in air-tight tins, and 
are then frozen in the blecks the same 
way asthe fish. One of these huge 
slabs of crystal blocks filied with a col- 
lection of many sorts of fish is about 
as pretty and as cool a sight as could 
be wished for.

A Trip in the Muuntains—Some Peculi- 
arities of the Chinese—Descending 


the Eagle Mining Shaft, Etc. 


Lovetock’s, Nev., Mch. 25, 80. | 

We returned yesterday from a trip 
to the Eagle mine. The day we left 
here was a perfect June day, and the 
snow on the foothills melted rapidly. 
As we entered Limerick canyon we 
met a tiny rill winding its way around 
obstacles, or waiting for reinforce- 
ments from above to force its way 
over them. Further up the canyon 
it gradually increased in force and 
volume till at last it was a rushing, 
roaring torrent. At Limerick we 
found two cabins and a mill, but with 
the exception of one man the place 
was deserted. Nothing is being done 
at the mine, and the mill is idle. We 
rode on and on in the way made and 
provided by nature, mountains on 
every hand, and through every open- 
ing could be seen yet others. At last 
we reached the summit, 6300 feet 
above the sea. Here the wind blew a 
gale, and a very cold one too, but the 
view was worth seeing. Ahead, far as 
the eye could reach, were mountains | 
ranging in color from soft brown to 
deep purple, enveloped in a soft mist. 


CHINESE PLACER MINING. 


When we had descended into the val- 
ley we found over 100 Chinamen en- 
gaged in placer mining. The whole 
valley is full of wells, or holes, a nice 
place to entrap the unwary pedestrian.

The Battle Mountain Fire. 


From the Battle Mountain Messen- 
ger's account ofthe late fire in that 
place, the following particulars of the 
calamity have been/ extracted. The 
fire was discovered at half past one 
oclock on Saturday afternoon, and 


originated in the C. P. freight depot. 
A violent wind was blowing at the 
time, and as the flames had already 
broken vut through the roof, it was 
impossible to save ghe building, The 
books and papers of the Company 
were saved, but the freight in the de- 
oot Was consumed with the building. 
he fire soon communicated to the 
Capital Hotel, directly ©, posite the 
Depot, and soon it was also a mass of 
ruins, The express and telegraph 
offices were in this building. The fur- 
niture of the offices was saved. Two 
billiard tables, the piano and a small 
portion of the furniture of the hotel 
were saved. 


The fire is supposed to have been 
the.work of incendiaries as there, was 
no fire in the stove in the freight of- 
fice at the time, and a few moments 
before a pile of ore sacks lying on the 
platform were found to be on fire. 
Another suspicious thing connected 
with this fire is that the carpenter 
shop of the Nevada ‘Central railway, 
adjoining the machine shops, was dis- 
covered on fire about ten minutes be- 
fore. The workmen had all gone to 
dinner, leaving the place vacant, there- 
by giving a clear ficld. Luckily it 
was discovered in time to prevent the 
destruction of this valuable property. 
The loss on the Capital Hotel will 
foot up $27,000, insurance about $10,- 
000. The Central Pacific lose about 
$3,000 worth of freight besides the 
building, which was valued at $2,500; 
partially insused,

Why the Trout are Scarce. 
Sheriff Walker recently addressed a 
note to Indian Agent Spencer at Pyra- 
mid Lake, calling his attention to the 
complaints that had been made in re- 
gard to dams at the mouth of the 


Truckee. He received a reply, giv- 
ing the assurance that the Agent would 
see to the removal of any obstructions in 
the river within the limits of the Res- 
ervation. 

The Sheriff thinks that the reason 
why the run of fish is so small is not 
because of obstructions, but the low 
stage of water in the river, which is at 
this season usually afoot or two higher. 
However, if any obstructions exist 
they will soon be removed, for Com- 
missioner Parker is about to senda 
man ‘down te inspect the river. The 
inspector will be, accompanied by a 
guide-whom Sheriff Walker will fur- 
nish. Any dams they may find barring 
the passage of the fish will be opened 
out.

THE BUFFALO SALT WORKS 


employ five men and are growing in 
imortance. B. F. Murphy, the pro- 
prietor, is pushing his trade over a 
large extent of country. They lie 90 
miles north of here. Fourteem miles 


further on are the Buffalo Meadows, 
a post office, stock range, etc. -E. 8. 
Hamlin & Co. cut 200 tons of wild 
hay. Chalk Hill as a stage station on 
the toll road. There is no farming 
land, only a spriog with water enough 
for stage stock. From Reno it is 118 
miles. Jackon Clarke is the proprie- 
tor.

They also have some steck, Lew 
Clark raises vegetables, cuts 250 tons 
of hay and pastures stock at Lost 
creek, 134 miles from Reno.

Todhunter has a stock ranch in Long 
valley near the California line. In 
the northeast corner of the county, 
near the Humboldt line, lies Deep 
Hole springs, owned by David Miller 
He cuts 350 tons 
of wild hay. Between there and FP Ay 
amid Lake, L. T. Fox of Gold Hill 


has a horse ranch where he cuts some 
hay. 


ON PYRAMID LAKE, 


near the north end, Dr.. Woods has a 
mice ranch of 30 acres, 48 miles from 
Keno. He has 40 fruit trees and a 
lot of grape vines. His apples do 
well but his pescheéd are ' especially 


fine. He raises excellent potatoes 
which he sells to go north at two 
cents a pound on the ranch. A couple 
of miles south, L. M. Smith has a 
house on the lake shore. He raises 
potatoes and cabbage in a canyon in 
the hills. Whitehead Brothers have 
50 acres under cultivation two miles 
back from the lake. J. ©. Watson 
will put in some land this year. J. 
N. Mullen is building a staye station 
right on the lise, 32 miles from Reno. 
Tbe county is unorganized. There 
are no mines and not even a village 
in all its borders, J. F. Bonham is 
Justice of the Peace, and he is the 
only qualified officer in the county. 
There are many thousand acres of fine 
land and the people are looking anx- 
iously tor the artesian well experiment 
to be tried. All the land for which 
there is water is now inv use, and tlie 
country must remain a desert with 
only an occasional oasis unless such 
wells are obtained.
